OTTAWA, (CP) — Igor Gouz- 
enko testified Thursday that Nic- 
olai Zheivinoy, former head of the 
Russian Tass news agency in Ot- 
tawa, was in “a very good position 
for a contact man” in a Russian 
System of espionage in Canada. 

The fornter Russian embassy 
cipher clerk was under cross-exam-

He contended Zheivinoy was the 
Russian contact agent known as 
“Martin” who, embassy documents 
showed, got in touch with the Can- 
adian agent “Foster.”

Termed Communistic 


BRIGHTON, (CP)—Prime Min- 
ister Attlee Thursday assailed what 
he said was the Soviet viewpoint) 
that all opponents of Communism | 
are Fascists. 

“If anywhere the Communists 
fail,” he told the Trades Union| 
congress conference, “then, how- 
ever fair the conditions, it 1s re-| 
garded as Fascism. | 

“Thus, an election in Greece su- | 
pervised internationally, which re- | 
sults in an anti-Communist majfori- | 
ty, is at once denounced. 

“On the other hand a plebiscite | 
taken where the Communist party 
is in power is regarded as the sac- 
red voice of the people.” 

Mr. Attlee said a resolution pend- 
ing before the congress, criticiz-_ 
ing British foreign policy, was “fill- | 
ed with the kind of misrepresenta- 
tion to which we have been accus- 
tomed from the members of the 
Communist party, their dupes and 
fellow travellers.” 

The prime minister said Britain 
was attempting to co-operate with 
all nations by bolstering the auth- 
ority of the United Nations, and 
was “not following selfish and im- 
perialistic aims.” 

The resolution Mr, Attlee criticiz- 
ed expressed “serious concern with 
certain aspects of the government's 
foreign policy.” It said the policy 
in Greece had “strengthened the 
hands of the reactionary forces, fa- | 
cilitated favorable conditions for 
the return of the monarchy and 
led to suppression of the progres- 
sive forces.” In Spain, the resolu- 
| tion said, the continuance of dip- 
lomatic relations with the Franco 
regime “assists in maintaining a 
Fascist state of society.” 

It charged “failure to de-Nazify” 
Germany and also deplored the de- 
|terioration of British-Russian re- 
lations “and the isolation of the 
Soviet union, along with the tying | 
of the economy of Britain with 
that of capitalist America.”

NEW YORK, (CP) — President 


Truman Wednesday told the United 
Nations general assembly = the 
United States recognized the res- 
ponsibilities its strength @md fate 
had placed upon it and pledged his 
people to unlimited support of the 
peace-keeping body. 

“The use of force or the threat 
of force anywhere in the world to 
break the peace is of direct con- 


cern to the American people,” the} 


president said. 

Mr. Truman flew here from New 
York to deliver the opening address 
at the United Nations general as- 
sembly. He repeated what State 
Secretary Byrnes declared last 


week, that the fear of war must} 


be removed from the minds of the 
people. Freedom of fear of war was 
“attainable now,” he said. 
Must End Propaganda 
He named no individual member 
of the United Nations except the 
United States, but he indirectly 


addressed Russia when he declared | 
that freedom of information, inter- | 
change and an end to propaganda; 


were essential to peace. 

Another world war would “des- 
troy civilization as we know it,” he 
declared. “No nation wants war 
every nation needs peace.” 

Mr. Truman recalled that the 
United States left an empty seat 
when the league of nations was 
organized after the First Great, 
War. 

“This time the United States is 
not a member — it is host to the 
United Nations.” | 

Isolationism Abandoned 

“This meeting of the assembly 
symbolizes the abandonment by the 
United States of a policy of isol-| 
ation... ‘ 

“However, Y must tell you that, 
the American people are troubled | 
by the failure of the Allied nations | 
to make more progress in their | 
common search for lasting peace.” | 

Mr. Truman stressed the point 
that seemed to have been forgotten | 
— that the United Nations was a) 
peace-keeping and not a peace-| 
making body. | 

“The United Nations cannot ful- 
fill adequately its own  respons- 
ibilities until the peace settlements 
have been made and unless these 
settlements form a solid foundation 
upon which to build a permanent | 


peace.” 
War Talk Unwarranted 
Talk of war, arousing fears 


throughout the world, was “unwar- 
ranted and unjustified,” the pres-' 
ident said, 

“If these rumors are not checked | 
they are sure to impede world re- 
covery...” 

Differences had arisen among 
the major allies and it “will not 
help us to pretend that this is not | 
the case,” Mr. Truman said. “But | 
it is not necessary to exaggerate 
the differences.” 

The United States was deter-| 
mined that war-making potentials 
of Japan and Germany be elimin- 
ated forever. Other problems left 
in the wake of war should be de- 
cided on terms just to all states 
large or small. 

Favors Airing Disputes 

Mr. Truman supported the idea! 
of open and public discussion and | 
a free and direct airing of differ-| 
ences. 

But he argued that the security 
council, where the veto power is 
exercised, should be a body for the. 
settlement of disputes as well as the 
airing of disputes. 

“The exercise of neither veto 
rights nor majority rights can make 
peace secure. There is no sub-, 
stitute for agreements that are un- 
iversally acceptable because they 
are just to all concerned.”

{and B.C, tax mines on a profit basis

It is’ to 
be supposed that in hearing the application 
the Board canvassed the possibility of ef- 
fecting economies in mining operations, and 
found no possibility of absorbing the increas- 
ed wage outlay by cutting down other items 
in the schedule of operating expenses, 


Since we cannot have coal — or any other | 


commodity or service — without paying the 
over-all cost of supplying it — including a 
fair return on the invested capital — dearer 


coal was the only answer to the problem of | 


where the extra wage-money is to come from, 
In the end it is the consumer who pays, and 
always must pay. 

Against this unwelcome increase in his 
household bills, the consumer has, however, 
compensation in knowing that he will be able 
to get coal when he needs it. That is more 
important than what he has to pay for it. The 
wage demands were backed up by a threat 
to call strikes in the domestic and bituminous 
fields. 

Such a tie-up at this time would spell 
hardship for coal-using families, and pro- 
bably tragedies for some of them in the event 
of severe weather. How far it would affect 
railway transportation and industrial opera- 
tions can only be conjectured, but the effect 
must be adverse and in the case of some in- 
dustrial plants would no doubt be serious. 

The price-increase is what the consumer, 
domestic and industrial, has to pay for being 
guaranteed that he will get his winter's coal. 
As the operators and the miners’ unions 
have negotiated agreements for uninterrupt- 
ed production, it is to be assumed that they 
will jointly play fair with the consumer by 
seeing that coal supplies are plentiful at all 
times in all parts of the marketing area, 


Sex Nuisances 


Complaints are heard from mothers in 
every section of the city about the prevalence, 
apparently unrebuked, of sex nuisances whose 
activities usually take the form of shocking 
and frightening children. 

This prevalence is not confined to Ed- 
monton, In every part of the country sex 
offences and offences against decency have 
multiplied in the past few years, In Calgary 
the situation has become so revolting that 
women’s organizations have been pressing 
urgently for more drastic police action and 
for amendments to the criminal code which

If it is true that Edmonton police are 
not impressed with the gravity of these of- 
fences, they should be. Clinical psychiatry 
has shown positively, time and time again, 
that every indecent exhibitionist is a poten- 
tial sex murderer, and that most sex mur- 
derers have gone through these earlier stages 
of the sex mania, which has been demonstrat- 
ed to be a progressive mental ailment. 

It is imperative, therefore, that the po- 
lice should exercise the same energy and 
care in apprehending a sex exhibitionist as in 
apprehending a murderer, because the germ 
of the major crime is inherent in the minor 
one, 

Right or wrong there is an impression 
that the sentences imposed upon those found 
guilty are altogether disproportionate to 
the gravity or potential gravity of the crime. 

If the provisions of the criminal code are 
not sufficient to adequately punish these of- 
fences, a protest to the proper authorities 
by all the police magistrates of Canada would 
speedily secure the required amendments, 

It is not good enough that in a supposed- 
ly civilized community hundreds of mothers 
should be in a constant torment of worry 
over whether their children are safe on their 
way to and from school, Such a condition 
is intolerable, And something must be done 


about it. 


thers Have to Pay 


While it is a pity the Canadian people 


number and frequency of strikes in 1946 
must have impressed them generally with 
what such dislocations cost. 

Cost not only in lost hours, reduced pro- 
duction, wages not earned, decreased pur- 
chasing power, a lowered standard of liv- 
ing — but also in ways seemingly, at first 
glance, remote from the immediate distur- 
bance. 

The Minister of Reconstruction indicated 
in an address a few days ago how almost 
every strike is reflected in some other “nerve 
centre”, as he put it. Thus the lake shipping 
strike halted the flow of many much-needed 
materials. Thé British Columbia loggers’ 
strike brought construction almost to a 
standstill across the West. The strike in 
copper and brass industries was another 
blow to building. The soda ash strike affec- 
ted mining and smelting, soap-making, pulp 
and paper production, steel-making — which 
in turn hindered building, railway mainten- 
ance, ship-building, the output of refriger- 
ators, stoves and hardware of all kinds, 

There is practically no class of citizen 
who is not a consumer of some of these 
goods in some form. But perhaps what is | 
less immediately obvious is the effect on the | 
same consumer in his role of taxpayer.

regulations have been subjected to 
practically no change since the 
| time of the battle of Waterloo, The 
| suggestion is one which will be ap- 
|Plauded by all those who had ex- 
perience with naval, military, or air 
force justice while in the services 
And now that Canada is making 
plans for her peacetime forces, and 
as our Military Law is based, prac- 
tically without variation, on the 
British, it is to be hoped that the 
Department of National Defence 
read the despatches with care,

| Ido not know what happened in 
|the other services, but I do know 
that the Army took its judicial 
duties seriously. Where the sit- 
uation permitted experienced law- 
yers were employed as judge ad- 
vocates to advise all those involved 
in courts martial on the legal de- 
tsils and pracfices. In base areas 
permanent courts were set up un- 
der the presidency of men with 
high reputations in civilian legal 
circles, Where possible, an attempt 
was always made to obtain men 
who were lawyers in civilian life to 
act for both the defence and the 
prosecution, Every attempt was 
made to speed through the red- 
tape and to establish a reasonable 
standard of equality in punishments 
nieted out in different districts for 
similar offences, 


In spite of these noteworthy at- 
tempts to do the job properly and 
well, it was not, however, always 
| possible to obtain experienced men, 
especially in theatres of operations, 
The result i; that many men have 
been tried by courts made up of 
men with little or no legal train- 
ing and little experience or know- 
ledge of military law. When one 
considers that these courts had the 
authority to sentence men to pen- 
itentiary for life, and often did 
impose sentences of five years or 
more it is easy to see that there 
was always the grave danger of 
justice miscarrying. There is no 
doubt that it did in some cases, But 
the worst feature of all this is that 
there is no appeal from a court 
martial except to the confirming au- 
thority, which is far different from 
an appeal to a civilian court

| NEW YORK—The British Parlia- 
ment reassembled recently for the 
Autumn Session. There have been 
no significant changes in the make- 
up of the parties since the House 
went into recess three months ago. 

Prime Minister Clement Atlee’s 
cabinet re-shuffle was a routine af- 
fair of adjustment, based on the 
results shown by the ministers con- 
cerned during the past fifteen 
months, Atlee has had a chance 
\to gauge the capabilities of his lieu- 
|tenants, and has cut out some of 
the deadwood and perhaps elimin- 
ated some minor sources of friction. 
It would be a mistake to read into 
|his changes any indication of ser- 
ious trouble within the ranks of 
[the labor party. 


The members of the labor gov- 
ernment will no doubt return to 
jtheir heavy program of legislation 
|feeling refreshed and invigorated 
by the recess. But it is hoped in 
Conservative circles that Herbert 
Morrison, Lord President of the 
Council and lea@er of the Com- 
mons, may let up on the speed with 
which he forced important meas- 
ures through the House during the 
last sgssion, 

The government has a sutficient 
majority to enable it to work un- 
der a system of shifts, and still be 
assured of carrying through legis- 
lation without fear of being out- 
voted, The Conservatives are num- 
erically too inferior to survive a 
sustained series of all-night sittings 
and still maintain their relative 
strength on the floor of the House, 
The government boasts of the over- 
whelming “mandate” given to them 
by the people in 1945, But victory 


in a general election, by however 


imposing a margin, does not con- 
stitute the right to bludgeon aside 
opposition by sheer weight of num- 
bers, 


There can be no doubt that the 
government will pursue, in the 
main, its avowed course of national- 
ization of industry. And it was well 
said, at a recent Conservative par- 
ty conference at Blackpool, that “it 
will not be possible to unscramble 
the egg.” The Tories, in formulat- 
ing their long-term plans, musi 
bear in mind that, when they even- 
tually regain office, they will have 
to contend with many altered cir- 
cumstances, most of which they will 
have to accept as permanent. For 
better or for worse, whatever hap- 
pens, many of the changes already 
made, or now contemplated, by At- 
lee’s administration must be regard- 
ed as irrevocable 


That this is so is considered by 
many Conservatives as a very great 
tragedy, But what was the alterna 
tive’? Even with their great major 
ity and their famed “mandate”, (he 
Laborites have lost some popula: 
ity since they took office, Had the 
Tories scraped in with a small mej 
ority, they. would have been faced 
with one of the most difficult per 
iods in English history, It is quile 
possible that they should have fail 
led to survive these unquiet post- 
war years, and would have lost a 


subsequent election with fay more:

damage to their prestige than they 
suffered in 1945. In this event, 
“their last state would have been 
worse than their first.” 

There is a direct parallel to this 
in the United States today. The cou- 
ntry is suffering from postwar rec- 
onversion troubles, The Truman ad- 
ministration is faced with unusual 
difficulties and, as a result of the 
way these difficulties have been 
handled (or mishandled), it ap- 
pears likely that the Republicans 
next month may gain control of the 
House of Representatives, and may- 
be of the Senate as well. 

But if this happens, it wil] not, 
of course, automatically put an 
end to the current unrest in 
country. Faced with the same dif- 
ficulties which proved too much 
for the Democrats, a Repubiican 
Congress might disappoint the 
people during the next two years 
and so jeopardiz Republican chan- 
ces of success in the Presidential 
election in 1948,

Predicts Use Atomic Power 
To Develop North Resources 


TORONTO, (CP)—Vast 
veloped natural resources of north- 
ern Canada—hitherto impossible to 
uncover because of their distance 
from the supply centres—may be- 
come gainfully productive through 
application of atomic energy, H 
A. Winne, supervisor of a 
$350,000,000 atomic plant in the 
state of Washington said Wed- 
nesday. 

Mr. Winne, vice-president in 
charge of engineering policy for the 
General Electric company, is in 
charge of the Stanford Engineering 
Works, a plutonium-producing 
plant 

“If we can develop atomic energy 
plants that could be installed in the 
far north, then it would mean the 
problem of power supply—how to 
get oil or coal or electricity into 
remote districts—would h been 
eliminated,” he said in an interview 
“As a result it might be possible 
to open mines and other projects 
farther north than aoyone has yet 
done.” 

Aside from this development, 
however, the impact of atomic 
energy on industrial methods would 
hardly be noticed. 

Atomic plants would be used only 
| to generate electricity which then 
would be used just as it is today. 
| Atomic energy “will never replace 
hydro or coal or oil as power 
sources—it will only supplement 
them.” 


Hone to Increase 
Ruhr Production 


LONDON, (CP)—Unilat 
tion to boost industrial output 
the British zone of Germany-—an- 
nounced in the commons Monday 
by Foreign Secretary Bevin—is 
aimed at breaking what an all- 
party committee of the common 
calls “vicious circles—shortages of 
food, shortages of coal and short- 
ages of consumer goods.” 

Mr. Bevin said the key to the 
British plan will be an effort to 
boost the Ruhr’s coal output. It 
will allot a greater proportion to 
German civilian industry. Coal 
exports to western Europe will be 
curtailed temporarily. 

Mr. Bevin was almost quoting 
from a report of a select commit- 
tee on estimates which studied the 
situation first-hand in July to try 
to reduce the £80,000,000 ($320,000,- 
000) annual burden on the treasury 
by the administration of a zone 
| which never has been self-support- 
ing. 
| The only solution the just-pub- 
| lished report gave was to retain 
| more coal in the British zone, al- 
low German production of extra 
fertilizers and consumer goods, and 
thus reduce the need for British- 
financed imports. 

“There is a grave risk that, if 
| the countries in western Europe do 
not accept a temporary cut now, 
| deterioration of the Ruhr industrial 
position will enforce on them an 
inescapable cut later,’ the com- 
mittee said. 

For the time being the burden on 
Britain would be increased through 
a loss of revenue from coa] sales 
outside the British zone but this 
| will be “later more than retrieved 
through subsequent increases in 
| the British zone’'s exports, not only 
of raw coal, but also of much more 
profitable semi-manufactured goods, 
resulting from the gearing up of 
the entire zone's industrial pro- 
duction.” 

Now the committee's advice is 
| being taken Coal shipments to 
other countries, which have been 
taking about 28 percent of the 
British zone’s coal, will be cut, as 
will shipments to other zones of 
Germany which have been getting 
about 30 percent

It also passes 
through sections of muskeg and 
the road builders did not 
attempt to build over the muskeg, 
but rather scooped the dirt out 
and filled the resultant holes with 
clay, thus providing a road with 
a solid foundation. 


The highway construction crew 
is at present about 30 miles north 
of the Metis colony, expecting to 
continue work as long as weather 
permits. The road-brushing crew 
is 30 or 40 miles ahead of the con- 
struction crew. 


In addition to passing through 
agricultural land the highway is 
within a short distance of the Nailor 
hills west of the highway. Here 
residents estimate lies one of the 
greatest stands of untouched timber 
in the Peace River country. 

Visited Colony 

The party visited the Metis colony 
situated about 160 miles on the 
highway from Peace River, The 
reservation occupies about 
townships, the majority of 
which is not being used. H. J. 
Friesen is supervisor of 50 families. 

The settlement started in 1939 
and this year harvested about 20,- 
000 bushels of grain in addition to 
raising some cattle and hogs. Dur- 
ing the winter the members cut 
about 100,000 feet of lumber, some 
of which was used in construction 
of the new school which is nearly 
completed. Mrs. Friesen is teacher 


of the school in which 70 pupils
